1. ACTING CHILE OP MPA'S UN APPAIRS OPFICE, TORBEN PROST

NOV 22. PINAL INSTRUCTIONS TO THEIR UN DELEGATION HAVE 
NOT BEEN SENT. FROST'S PERSONAL VIEW WAS THAT IF A 
CONSENSUS NOT POSSIBLE, THE DANES WOULD ALMOST 
CERTAINLY GO WITH THE FRIENDLIES. 
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
